Hamburg Opens 
First Synagogue 
Built Since °38 


HAMBURG, Germany (AP)— 
The first synagogue built in Ham- 
burg since the Nazi destruction of 
the city’s Jewish houses of wor- 
ship in 1938 was dedicated Sun- 
day. 


Mayor Max Brauer, who fled 
Germany for the United States in 
the Hitler period, gave the con- 
gprvony a Torah on behalf of 

e city. 


Hamburg’s Jewish community 
has a 300-year-old history which 
almost ended with the Nazis. In 
1933, it numbered 27,000 persons, 
eight synagogues and four prayer

At Moody 


VALDOSTA — A program to 
train foreign student pilots will 
begin at Moody AFB immediate- 
ly following the graduation of ng 
last Advanced Interceptor Class 
hére November of this year, Col. 
Lester S. Harris, Wing Command- 
er, announced this week. 


Termed “‘Moody’s Interim Mis- 
sion,” the training of foreign stu- 
| dents will preceed and partially 
overlap the new Combined Pilot 
Training program to begin March 
of next year. 

Under the Military Assistance 
Program (MAP), Moody will pro- 
—prop-driven—aircraft to four 
classes of South Americans and 
two classes of student pilots from 
other countries. 


A total of six classes will have 
undergone this special training 
program from Nov., 1960, until 
Nov., 1961. Approximately 60 
South American Air Force per- 
sonnel and 30 students from other 
countries will receive this “‘in- 
terim mission” training. 

Unlike the training to be given 
under the Combined Pilot Train- 
ing program, the foreign students 
will be given instruction in the 
T-34 and T-28 conventional air- 
craft to meet primary and basic 
pilot training requirements. Moo- 
dy’s new, permanent mission will 
provide training solely in jet air- 
craft—the Cessna T-37 and Lock- 
heed T-33.

Rockefeller said that the Soviet 
Premier obviously was coming 
to the United Nations to make 
more Communist propaganda. 
He said that he did not think 
either President Eisenhower or 
the two presidential candidates 
should make any effort to see 
Khrushchev during his visit. 

A man who has “‘done what he 
has done to our country in the 
way of brutal attacks’’ should 
not be allowed to call the tune, 
Rockefeller said. 

“T’d like to see our candidates 

. not allow ‘Khrushchev to 
enter our political campaign,”

NO PRECEDENT 


As for the President, he said, 
“we've got to recognize the fact 
that there now are close to 100 
nations in the United Nations. 
People come here all the time. It 
would be difficult to set a prece- 
dent to receive the head of one 
government and not the others.” 


Rockefeller said care should be 
taken not to give Khrushchev too 
much of a build-up on this visit, 
in view of the fact that he made 
an official tour of the United 
States, during which he was hos- 
pitably received, and then called 
off the Paris summit, meeting and 
canceled Eisenhower's invitation 
to visit Russia. 


Asked if. he thought it was all 
right for Khrushchev to come to 
the U.N. meeting, Rockefeller re- 
plied: 

ENTITLED TO COME 


“T'd let him come to the U.N. 
He's entitled to.”’ 


On the subject of the presiden- 
tial campaign, Rockefeller said 
that so far Vice President Nixon 
and Sen. Kennedy were running 
almost neck-and-neck. But he said. 
he saw a growing enthusiasm for 
the Nixon-Lodge ticket. Many un- 
decided voters have not dropped 
the vacation spirit yet, he said. 

Rockefeller predicted that Nixon 
would carry New York State, and 
by a wider margin than he (Rock- 
efeller) had expected earlier in 
the campaign. ; 


International affairs will be the 
No. 1 issue of the campaign, he 
said, and the No. 1 domestic issue 
will be civil rights. 


He said that if the United Na- 
tions make the request, the United 
States should step into the Congo 
dispute just as it did in Korea. 
The Soviets did not act in good 
faith in Africa, he said. When 
asked if he thought the United 
States should fight in Africa, he 
said: 

“Freedom is indivisible. If you 
are going to stand for freedom, 
you have to fight for it, whether 
it is im Korea or the Congo.”

Isn’t a Pretty Picture 


The Georgia Education Assn., after 
studying the number and qualifications of 
teachers who will be employed in the 
state this school year, summed the situa- 
tion up this way: 

“It is not a pretty picture.” 

It isn’t. 

To begin with, the state has about 400 
fewer teachers than it needs, according to 
the GEA report. (No doubt the need is 
even greater. The GEA figure is based on 
answers to questionnaires sent to all 198 
school systems in the state. Sixty-four 
systems did not reply to the question- 
naires. ) | 

While this is disheartening, it is not 
nearly so bad as another aspect of the 
teacher supply problem brought out in 
the survey. Over 2,000 of the state’s 33,- 
000 teachers are “substandard.” That. is, 
they have less than four years of college. 


It is a very ugly picture. The GEA’s . 


Frank Hughes blames it on teacher pay, 
which is another un-pretty picture. Many 
urban areas in the state are finding they 
can, despite the burden of having to help 
smaller systems, offer relatively attractive 
salaries to their teachers. Many of those 
smaller systems find it more difficult year 
by year to meet their obligations to their 


_teachers—and thereby to the children of 


their community.

State Department 
Failed on Congo 


WASHINGTON—Why were American offi- 
cials taken so completely by surprise by the 
dangerous turn of events in the Congo follow- 


ing its precipitate independence and the rout of the Belgians from 


the territory in panic? 

Spokesmen for the State de- 
partment do not deny that the 
United States was uninformed, 
misinformed and unprepared for 
the onrushing state of chaos in the 
Congo which they now agree has 
been in the making for the last 
five years—a rudderless govern- 
ment, civil strife and steady Com- 
munist infiltration. 


Why were the top officials of 
the State department so unaware 
of these oncoming events and ‘thus 
unprepared to take any significant 
step in time to avert them? 

There is, of course, an official 
explanation. 

And there is a different explana- 
tion. 

The official explanation for 
our being kept in the dark about 
what was in prospect in the Con- 
go is that we were being politely 
over-impressed by the wishful as- 
surances of the Belgians that ev- 
erything was fine and would re- 
main so. 

Well, why isn’t this a pretty 
good “‘cover story” to explain our 
surprise and unpreparedness? The 
Belgians did tell us repeatedly 
that everything would be all right, 
didn’t they? We didn’t have any 
different information from our 
Own sources, did we? 

Stop.right there. That is the key 
question. The answer to it shows 
how irrelevant and perilously mis- 
leading the official explanation is. 
Did the State department have

information and forecasts from 
its own foreign service officers in 
Africa different from what the 
Belgians were telling us? 


My information—and I have 
every reason to trust it—is that if 
Secretary Herter and Under Sec- 
retary Dillon will carve their way 
through a few layers of subordi- 
nate timidity and smugness they 
will find that they need not have 
relied on the Belgian officials. 


Reason: The department was 
actually receiving from our own 
foreign service revealing reports 
on the developing events in the 
Congo which have now come to 
pass and which were then visibly 
in the making. 

But such perceptive reporting 


from the field cannot pro 
guide policy in the department yh- 
less it is fearlessly made | avéil- 


able to those who most nedcd it 
and alone can do something about 
it. 

There are some subordinates in 
the State department who shrink 
from taking bad news to the top, 
who hesitate to admit that their 
areas may be serious ‘‘trouble 
spots’’—and cover up rather than 
speak up. 

That's the real explanation of 
our being surprised by the state 
of affairs in the Congo. Somebody 
was covering up when he should 
have been speaking up—and good 
foreign service reporting went 
in vain.

Jonas C. Davis Thwarts All Efforts 
To Add D.C. Juvenile Court Judges 


WASHINGTON—The FBI has announced that 
the crime rate in major American cities has shown 
a ‘startling’ increase, that the nation's capital 
has increased its crime rate 
faster than the national average. 

The man who probably indi- 
rectly contributes most to juve- 
nile crime in the capital, thereby 
preparing graduates for adult 
crime, is a gentleman from 
Georgia. He is Rep. James C. 
Davis, chairman of the District 
of Columbia Subcommittee, 
which gives him the power to 
stage a one-man filibuster 
against increasing the number 
of D. C. Juvenile Court judges. 

Senators, other congressmen, juvenile ex- 
perts have all recommended that the nation’s 
capital have at least one and preferably two 
more juvenile court judges. The number of cases 
before the juvenile court has doubled. Cleveland, 
with only a slightly larger population than Wash- 
ington, has three juvenile judges. Philadelphia 
has 13. 

But Davis of Georgia says no. 

The reason: “I want an assurance that two 
male, white judges will be appointed if we are 
going to move this legislation,” says Davis. 

The population of Washington, D.C., is now 
more than 50 per cent Negro. The juvenile cases 
before the juvenile court are around 80 per cent 
Negro. But Davis will permit white male judges 


Meanwhile, Juvenile Judge Orman W. Ketch- 
am cannot possibly keep up with his work load 
and the crime rate in the nation’s capital con- 
tinues to grow.

And although limited, they carry 
a stream of tourists into Mexico City every year. 
This has helped to balance the Mexican budget 
and on the whole has spread good will. Mexicans 
have gotten better acquainted with Americans. 


So if the Pan American Highway were com- 
pleted, a whole new series of motels, restaurants, 
garages, and tourist industries would link the 
United States with Latin America and peo 
ple-to-people friendship between the north and 
the south of the Western Hemisphere could be

It is an intangible thing, this 
quality, and one that is not 
common. Some say that it is 
innate quality. It must be in- 
herent in an athlete, they say; 
it cannot be taught. 

But there are those who dis- 
agree, and one of these is 
Bitsy Grant tennis pro Jack 
Rodgers, a fellow who does a 
lot of teaching. 


“It can be taught,”’ says Jack. 
“It was taught to me. And 
when I work with kids I tell 
them about that, because I know 
they can learn it the same as 
I did.” 


The dissenters would say that 
Jack wasn’t taught to be a 
fierce competitor. They'd say 
that the quality was there, but 
dormant, and someone man- 
aged to awaken it. If they’re 
right, then Jack must awaken 
the same sort of response in his 
students, because right now At- 
lanta has probably the finest 
crop of young players in its 
long tennis history. 


A not-too-big but powerfully 
built fellow, Rodgers came to 
Bitsy Grant when it was 
opened, six years ago last 
April. He came from a two- 
club job—summers at the Chero- 
kee Country Club in Nashville, 
winters in St. Petersburg. Be- 
fore. that he ran a _ sporting 
goods store in Nashville. Before 
that he spent a four-year hitch 
as a naval officer. 


It was then that Jack ac- 
quired a real competitive spirit. 


“For about eight months of 
my tour I was stationed at 
Hawaii,” he recalls. ‘‘There 
were some fine tennis players 
there, including Bobby Riggs.

tennis player, but I knew I 
wasn’t a real tough competitor.

His father, 
a Presbyterian minister, served 
as a chaplain in the Confederate 
Army, kept slaves, and one Sun- 
day before an impending battle 
sent his flock scurrying to work in 
the ammunition factories. Wood- 
row Wilson saw his father’s 
church converted into a Confed- 
erate hospital and the churchyard 
into a compoynd for federal pris- 
oners. 
He hung his first (and last) law 
shingle in Atlanta, in competition 
with the city’s other 143 lawyers 
(one for every 270 pefsons, includ- 
ing children). 

He courted Ellen Louis Axson 
in Rome and married her in Sa- 
vannah.
